Gen. Pershing 
Spurned Fanfare 
On Visits Here 


General of the Armies John J. 
Pershing, who died yesterday in 
Washington, visited Atlanta on sev- 
eral occasions, but always with- 
out fanfare. Persons remembering 
the visits say that the General dis- 
couraged parades and demonstra- 
tions in his honor. 

Perhaps the most memorable 
visit here was in 1920, when he 
appeared with the great French 
soldier, Marshal Foch, on the occa- 
sion of the dedication of Pershing 
Point in honor of Atlanta’s World 
War I dead and in honor, too, of 
the General who had led them in 
battle. 

A year before, General Pershing 
had come here from Fort Benning 
to inspect Camp Gordon and Fort 
McPherson. General Pershing, 
fresh from his European triumph, 
could have had the town, but he 
insisted on nothing more showy 
than an aufomobile ride through 
downtown streets. 

The General was like that, peo- 
ple who knew him say. He liked 
things to be on the quiet side 
when not engaged in military bat- 
tle. But despite his dislike for the 
octentatious and his desire to 
avoid ceremony when visiting a 
place, he got a huge reception 
when he visited Fort Benning in 
the year 1919. There was a terrific 
flash flood, damaging the environs 
of Columbus to the tune of $500,- 
000 and thréwing 50,000 persons 
out of work. To this day, people 
in Columbus call it. the Pershing 
Flood.”

PHILADELPHIA, July 15—(INS)—A great political party with 
a gréat liberal tradition went down into the valley of the shadow of 


death this week in Philadelphia. 


It has emerged shaken but sur- 
viving, at least until the second 
Tuesday of November. 

If there had been a single great 
‘teader, the Party might have come 
‘through revitalized as the power- 
‘ful liberal Party it once was and a 
‘Party such as millions of Ameri- 
‘cans are looking for. 
| But no leader arose. The Party 
‘survived by luck and the curious 
‘inherent vitality it has always pos- 
sessed because in its long past rec- 
ord it has often been close to the 
people. 

WITHOUT A LEADER 


No leader emerged but only an 
array of professional politicians 
and. political warhorses, some of 
them honorable men but none of 
them touched by any fire or cap- 
able of finding or dramatizing the 
great potential issues which were 
available on every side: 

The oratory was old-fashioned 
political oratory, not very good, 
and much too long-winded. In all 
history there has never been a 
convention more mocked or de- 
'rided by the press and a great part 
‘of the public. So great was the 
‘indifference that until the very 
last night the galleries never were 
‘more than half filled. 

It was a convention at which 
the politicians abused and derided 
‘a President of the United States 
belonging to their own party and 
'whom almost inevitably they had 
to nominate. ; 

Factions within the Party bra- 
zenly placed their own interests 
above those both of party and of 
nation. Much of this taok place 
under the candid, cynical and 
‘ruthless eve of television which 
‘revealed to all the nation such 
‘spectacles as the departure from 
the hall of hundreds of delegates 
as so honored a veteran as Sam 
Rayburfi rose to speak. 
HISTORIC HAPPENINGS 


Yet—and this is a big yvet— 
things happened at the Convention 
out of which could arise develop- 
ments of the greatest historic im- 
portance to the Democratic Party 
and to the nation. 

For the first time in history the 
Democratic Party told the Deep 
South that it could walk out and 
the’ Democratic Party could still 
survive and perhaps even grow in 
strength.

MEMPHIS, Tenn., July 15—()}—A paraplegic veteran was 
shot early today after Ire and another paraplegic had engaged 
in a fist fight in wheel chairs at Kennedy Veterans Hospital. 

Dr. Clyde Beck, Hospital Manager, related this story: 

Wallace Rice, about 30, of Amarillo, Texas, and Richard Hicks, 
31, of Canalou, Mo., had argued in the past. Early today the 
trouble reached a head and they agreed to go to the hospital sun 
parlor and fight it out. 

They fought until both fell from their wheel chairs. An attend- 
ant helped them up and sent them back to their ward. 

Later, Beck said, Rice shot Hicks through the thigh while he 
slept.

Beck said Rice and D. Duckworth, 20, of Gainesville, Texas, 
were being held in a closed ward pending an investigation by a 
Veterans Administration Board.

Hicks was wounded in combat, Rice was wounded on Army 
maneuvers and Duckworth was hurt while a civilian in Army 
service.

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The Party Changes Hands 


PHILADELPHIA—What has happened 
' now is that the Democratic Party has made 
a decision and a gamble. Faced with the 
issue of the Southern revolt, it sought to 
compromise, but only a little. When the is- 
sue of States’ rights reached the floor of 
the convention whick ended about 3 o’clock 
Thursday morning, the big Eastern city 
political leaders, joined by the Western 
States, took over the party. 


It is necessary that the South under- 
stand this cold and realistic fact. These 
Party leaders had determined they could 
not continue themselves, and they be- 
lieved the Party could not continue with- 
out a strong civil rights plank. They were 
not sure about the future. They could not 
know how much of the Party success in 
the past 16 years was the success of Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt and how much of it was 
the success of the program. This was the 
gamble they had to take. It meant ignor- 
ing the South. They had won in the past 
four elections without the South. So, they 
took the gamble. Only the future will 
determine how right or wrong they were 
and are. 


The South must understand something 
else, as it contemplates this just-ended 
convention in the reality of the cold gray 
dawn of the morning after. And what the

the good of their region, must know is 
that an era is ended.

Gen. John J. Pershing 


To the younger generation the names 
of Eisenhower, MacArthur, Marshall and 
others are synonymous with military 
ability and valor of the highest order. 


Without in the slightest minimizing the 
heroic exploits and magnificent leadership 
of these generals of World War II, the 
older generation nevertheless has retained 
a special place in its heart for Gen. John 
J. Pershing, whose almost legendary 
achievements played a great part in win- 
ning World War I for the Allfes. 


Gen. Pershing died early Thursday 
morning at the age of 87. He had been 
out of the public eye for many years, 
having made his last public appearance 
in 1943. But he was never out of the mem- 
ory of a great portion of the public which, 
for all its foibles and fickleness, recog- 
nizes and appreciates a great leader when 
one comes along.

The South, which was mother 
and nurse to:the Democratic Party, has 
been told, very, very plainly, it is not 
longer welcome with its ideas. For the 
time being there is no place to go. The 
next years will see the slow change as 
the new Democratic Party evolves based 
on the large cities of the nation, and as 
the Republican Party moves slowly into 
the South. An era is ended. 


For the moment, the South must not 
misunderstand what has happened. There 
was here no consideration for the deep 
South position from either the East or 
the West. It is a time for evaluation and 
decision. —R. M.

Civil Rights’ Plank Kills Party Unity 


PHILADELPHIA—The end of the always incompatible union between Northern cities and the | 
South which has been the Democratic Party became an irretrievable certainty when President Tru- | 


man’s so-called civil rights program was written into the Democratic national platform. 


The only comparable incident within memory 
was the defeat by a half-vote margin—442 to 
44212, approximately—in the Democratic conven- 
tion of 1924 of a resolution aimed against racial 
and religious bigotry and condemning the: Ku 
Kiux Klan by name. That was the preliminary 
for the deadlock for two weeks and more than 
100 ballots between Gov. Al Smith, backed by 
the Northern cities, and William G. McAdoo, 
supported by the South and portions of the rural 
North and West. John W. Davis, nominated in 
the end from sheer exhaustion, carried only 10 
States of the solid South and Kentucky and 
Oklahoma. He lost Tennessee, the first time it 
had ever gone Republican. 


The real pay-off on that 1924 battle, however, 
came in 1928 when the South took its revenge 
on Gov. Smith. He lost Tennessee, Virginia, 
North Carolina, Florida and Texas, and the only 
States he carried outside the South were Massa- 
chusetts and Rhode Island. 


The unequivocal indorsement of his civil 
rights program conceivably may help Presi- 
dent Truman in Northern States which poll 
large Negro and other racial-group votes. 
But there can be no doubt as to its disas- 
treous effect on the Democratic chances in 
the South. 


By popular vote Alabama Democrats denied 
their electoral votes to President Truman on 
account of his civil rights program and Missis- 
sippi, South Carolina, Arkansas and Virginia 
long had been maneuvering in the same direction. 


Fully alive to this threat, the President’s man- 
agers hand-picked a platform-drafting subcom- 
mittee with the single purpose of searching for 
a civil rights plank that would avert the North- 
South break. Helped along by the acceptance 
of Sen. Barkley for Vice President, it looked for 
awhile as if this effort at appeasement had suc- 
ceeded. Though the fuzzy commitment of the 
Party to racial and religious equality contained 
in the committee draft was protested by the 
Southerners, they seemed in no mood to bolt 
about it. 


But the old New Dealers saw in this situation 


an opportunity to offset a little the humiliations | 


they had suffered on account of their abortive 
booms for Gen. Eisenhower and Supreme Court 
Justice Douglas. 


Sparked by Mayor Hubert Humphrey of 
Minneapolis, the New Dealers offered a resolu- 
tion spelling out the racial equality program in 
detail and commending President Truman by 
name for his support of it. 


This provision was adopted, 65112 to 58214, 
after the convention had voted down, 925 to 309, 
a Southern proposal to reaffirm the Democratic 
Party s traditional position that “the power to 
regulate and control local affairs and act in 


the exercise of the policé power” is reserved 
for the individual States. 

The effect of this action on the States already 
threatening to bolt was indicated when Gov. Ben 


Laney of Arkansas withdrew his candidacy for 


President on the ground that he could not run 

on the Party platform. : 
And while indications at present are that Vir- 

ginia, North Carolina and Tennessee wil! not 


bolt formally, the damage in them to President | 


Truman on account of the civil rights plank 
may be even greater. 


' The prospect that Virginia, -North Car- 
olina and Tennessee will go Republican, re- 
garded heretofore as no more than a distant 
possibility, approaches the realm of prob- 
ability in the light of this Democratic na- 
tional action. 


It is known, for example, that the only reason 
Gov. Tuck and Sen. Byrd, leaders of the Virginia 
Democratic machine, are less inclined now to take 
their electoral votes away from President Tru- 
man than they were earlier, is the pressure they 
are receiving from aH Democratic candidates 
for offices in their State. Democratic nominees 
for Congress and other offices in Virginia, North 
Carolina and Tennessee are frankly scared to 
death today for fear they will be carried down in 
a Truman-Barkley debacle.

PHILADELPHIA—For a long time we had 

, known that President Harry S. Truman was in 

the Convention Hall in Room 205 where an air- 

conditioned unit was at work. But when at last the weary, hot 

hours of convention were done; when Truman was nominated and 
Sen. Barkley, too, there was the drama of their appearance. 

It was almost 3 o’clock in the morning.

You got the feeling of the new era as the President talked. 
Looking at the tired, weary faces in the crowd, one found it a 
little difficult to realize it was 3 o’clock in the morning and that 
a President was speaking, saying he was going to call back a 
Republican Congress and ask it to go to work on its own party 
platform of promises. 

You felt, too, the fact that a new era was af hand as the Presi- 
dent accented the platform which called for outright repeal of the 
Taft-Hartiey law, and for !egislation which ends for all times the 
theory of States’ rights. Only the Supreme Court can determine 
how much of States’ rights remains as it will test in the future 
laws which the Republicans will pass and which the Democrats 
will pass if they should, by some quirk of political fate, be re- 
tained in office. 


The Democratic Party of the future is going to be more 
unified than it ever was when it contained the con- 
servative Southern leadership and policy, requiring some great 
personality to hold that force the big city masses together. It will 
be, within eight years or less, a unified party directed by the city 
masses of the East and those of the West. It is going to become 
an urban party and a party of the political left devoted to the 
policies such as this platform expresses. The thoughtful person 
will not fail to note what has happened in the rest of the world 
and will note that this follows the pattern, 

All this will not happen at once, although much of it already 
has happened here in this steaming, bitter convention. The Demo- 
cratic Party, the old jerry-buiit one of Southern conservatisms and 
big-city pressures, now is the party of the cities and of the in- 
dustrial working masses. This may, eventually, be a good thing 
for the country to have a two-party system which is more clearly 
defined. 


But, for the time being, the South must not fail to know 
that when the new leaders of the party in the East and 
West had to decide between their policies and the South, they let 
the South go coldly and without hesitation.

Over the opposition of the South, the 
enthusiastic supporters of President Truman’s civil rights program 
succeeded in having their view on the issue incorporated in the 
party platform. 

It has always seemed to me that the South, while fundamentally 
correct in its opposition io that program, because it places in 
Federal control matters Which properly should be decided only 
by the individual States, has been wrong in assuming that the 
sole question involved is the question of race as between white 
and Negro. While that is the spotlighted issue in this part of 
the country, in actual fact the civil rights program seeks to secure 
the basic rights of all minority groups, regardless of race, religion, 
or other differentiation. 

Further, it has seemed to me that Southerners, in accusing 
supporters of the Truman program of a direct attack on the South— 
of using unfair political tactics for sordid political reasons—do an 
injustice to mariy of those Truman program supporters. 

Undoubtedly, many of the civil rights champions’ have béen 
motivated by coldly practical political reasons. They have looked 
with covetous political eyes on the large blocs of Negro voters 
in some of the Northern States and have assumed, it now seems 
erroneously, that the Southern States will remain in the Demo- 
cratic column, wnen the votes are counted next November, no 
matter how the party.treats them. 


: But not all those who voted for the civil

A Long Way Off than those of race affect public opinion, con- 
sider what chance of election to high State office would a Catholic 
candidate have in Georgia? Why, I can remember the days, not so 
long ago, when it was common saying that only a member of the 
Baptist Church need expeci to win a Georgia election. That was, 
of course, exaggeration, but it had sufficient basis in truth to be 
widely quoted. I dare say, too, circumstances are different today 
and it could be that a Presbyterian or a Methodist could be elected 
Governor. But not, you will agree, a Catholic. (Remember when 
Al Smith, a Catholic, ran for the presidency? Remember that 
mythical party that flourished in the Protestant South that year? 
The Hoovercrats? )

Will the Storm Gather Force? 


PHILADELPHIA—(This is a dispatch that might be dropped overboard in a 
bottle to wash up on some of our Southern or Northern shores any time in the 
weeks or months hence and it may look just like one in any other bottles that 
might have been fished out of the sea in the last hundred years.) 

It is written in a storm, not a storm at sea, but a storm on a convention 

floor. Angry men and women are shouting, almost snarling, at each other over an issue that still 
ssn't settled and bobs up every so often first to plague, then to break up for a time, une c: our 


great poiitical parties. 

It is the great issue of human rights which 
rises eternally in one form or another. 

State placards are bobbing angrily, too, like 
life preservers clutched frantically by men and 
women tossed into a raging sea from a sinking 


ship, and the simile seems apt, for there is some- 
thing reminiscent of a sinking ship in this epi- 
sode here. 


By the time this dispatch gets to its des- 


tination, even by our fast modern communica- 
tion system, the storm now raging before the 
eyes of this reporter will have long since passed. 
The Democratic Party will have adopted its plat- 
form, the civil rights plank of which is the cause 
of this storm. It will have its candidates for 
President and Vice President in Harry S. Tru- 
man and Sen. Alben ‘W. Barkley, of Kentucky. 
. Southerners will have hurled their last defiant 
rebel yell and a corps of workmen who live by 
their muscles honestly and not by their wits pre- 
like politicians will have cleaned away 
the debris, the posters, the campaign buttons, to 
make the hall ready for another convention which 
will nominate two more men for President and 
Vice President in a third party—to reveal again 
the turmoil and uncertainty of the times in 
which we live. 


This great hall here has seen some his- 
tory in the last few weeks as perspiring men 
and women have sat here in the heat under 
the lights.

But Harry S. Truman went the more politic 
Franklin D. Roosevelt one better. He spelled it 
all out in very’ specific terms and asked Con- 
gress, bluntly, to make it the law of the land. 
So he raised up for himself the storm that rages 
about him here. 

As we watch, the storm rises and then abates, 
and all in so short a time. 

But the spectacle here is timeless, as time- 
less as the great fight for human rights. The 
scene is like something out of a history book, 
with only the costumes differerit. It might have 
been a convention in that troubled decade before 
the War Between the States when earnest men 
searched anxiously for compromise on an issue 
that won’t be compromised. The same bitter 
words were said. 

The Whig Party tried to compromise it, and 
withered away in the process. A new party was 
born and became strong because it would not 
compromise it, and that party since has ruled 
periodically for long stretches and seems now on 
the verge of returning to power again, though 
not, of course, only because of that issue. 

The Democratic Party finally ‘splintered off 
into three national conventions in 1860 and was 
not able to pull itself together for a long time 
afterward, for this is an issue that tears men 
apart so they cannot work together in peace. 

Again the Southerners talk of another con- 
vention of their own—of going down to Bir- 
mingham.

Giants Could Make Use 
Of Ace Adams Now 


IRON CITY, July 15—Mr. Ace Adams is 

fishing and farming this Summer, the first in 

a years he hasn’t been playing baseball, and he 

i loves it (baseball, that is). Mr. Adams is a 

4 cagey gentleman. He proved that during his five 

i: = years with the New York Giants when he estab- 
lished all sorts of records for relief pitching. 

Of course, there are those who will argue that Mr. Adams 
didn’t display much intelligence when he jumped to the 
Mexican League a couple of years ago and got himself sus- 
pended for five years. They could point to the present con- 
dition of Mr. Mel Ott’s pitching staff and argue, with con- 
siderable logic, that Adams, even at 36 years of age, could 
undoubtedly be the ace of this staff. 

All of which would suggest that Mr. Adams indeed did make 
a mistake in taking his trip south of the border. . 
But any such notions are quickly dispelled after a few min- 
utes’ conversation with the husky transplanted Californian. 
“Considering my five years with the Giants,” 
End Was Near Ace sarees “IT pitched in 299 ball games. 


That’s an average of about 60 per season. In 1943, I set the 
world’s record for relief pitching by appearing in 70 games. All 
that work takes something out of your arm. 

“Therefore, I knew there wasn’t many major league 
pitches left in it when they made me the offer to go to 
Mexico. I took all this into consideration before accepting 
the job.” 

Viewed from this angle, one realizes that Mr. Adams’ caginess 
wasn't confined entirely to the pitching mound. 

“Of course,” Ace continued, “I still win in baseball. I 
pitched down here in this semipro league at the start of the season 
before they barred me from that too. I won when I really bore 
down but found it harder and harder to do. I refused a very good 
offer from Max Lanier and the other boys who went to Mexico 
when they organized their barnstorming team. You see, I’m having 
too much fun farming and fishing.” 

Seated in the trophy room of his 


Gardella a Character home, Ace talked baseball for an 


hour. One of his favorite subjects was Danny Gardella, the little 
Italian who also jumped the Giants for» the Mexican League. 

“What a character he was,” Ace laughed. ‘He was an acrobat 
and the first time I ever saw him he was standing on a bedpost 
in a hotel on one arm, his feet almost touching the ceiling. How- 
ever, you soon got used to such antics and his opera singing and 
paid little attention to it. 


“I guess his greatest trick was when he was rooming 
with Nap Reyes, a Cuban shortstop. He left Nap a note in 
the room saying he was going to jump out of the hotel 
window and people would think Nap pushed him and would 
hang him for murder. This naturally upset Reyes and he 
rushed to the open window and found Danny hanging by 
one arm, eight stories above the street. Reyes nearly had 
nervous prostration before he could get Danny back into 
the room. 

Another of Gardella’s favorité stunts was to interrupt a con- 
ference of the pitchers in Spring training to show us his form of 
coming off the mound. He would raise his left leg out straight 
and then fall forward, ending up in a split. 


: Ace brought up an interesting angle 
New Mexican Angle about the Mexican League which, as 
far as we know, is an entirely new one. 

“You look at the records of the American pitchers who 
went down there,” he said. “None of them won. Poor Harry 
Feldman lost about 12 straight games. Even Lanier won 
only seven. I think I won about five. The atmosphere had 
something to do with it but there was another reason. 

“You see, the Mexican players were jealous of us. They 
had read about our salaries. Consequently, in a close game, 
it was uncanny the way they would boot just enough of 
them to get you beat.” 


Adams’ farm is several miles north of Iron 
Happy on Farm City on the banks of Spring Creek, a beau- 
tiful stream of sky-blue water even in the wettest seasons. 

Ace mainly raises peanuts. “Me and the hands cut 1,200 poles 
for them today,” he said, as he showed a visitor around the place 
with considerable pride. 

“T built all these buildings myself,” he said, “and am 
going to finish my house before long.” He showed us his 
freezer locker, his pure-blooded hogs, his Herefords and a 
12-acre pond, full of fish. 

“Baseball is all right,” Ace grinned, “but this is the life 
for me, this is the first Summer I’ve been here and I’m 
making the most of it.” 

The rule is that most folks leave the East to go to California 
but Ace is the exception. He came to Georgia to pitch for Cordele 
in the Georgia-Florida League, married a Georgia girl and stayed 
here :

much to be said for it. And it can 
be said with dignity and honor.

Unlike their menfolks, the women

Mrs. Satterfield, whose articulate understanding of political 
machinery dates from a long interest in good government, was 
Director of Research for the Women’s Division during the 1944

ton and she had ample opportunity to offer her services. 


‘This time, as a friend of India Moffett Edwards, she was called 
back to help shape the campaign school, set up to give actual 
instruction to women who have not known how to marshal their 
forces most effectively. Her particular concern has been techniques 
for encouraging registration. 


The campaign school, Mrs. Satterfield said, has been televised 
and broadcast. '
